Report card suggests America’s airlines making progress 


An overall ranking of America’s 18 airlines based on their combined performance in four 
categories— on-time arrivals, mishandled baggage, denied boardings, complaints—was to

People didn’t check as many 

bags last year, and fewer than 
four bags per every 1,000 travelers 
were lost or damaged. The rate a year 
earlier topped five mishandled bags. 


Low-cost carrier AirTran fared 

best in the baggage depart- 
ment, with a rate of 1.67 per 1,000 lost 
or damaged. 


The worst: Atlantic Southeast, at 

7.87. Most of that airline’s flights 
start, end or stop at Atlanta’s 
Hartsfield-Jackson, the world’s busiest 
airport. 


U.S. airlines collectively lost 

$8 billion in 2009, although 
regional carriers as a group were 
profitable, according to the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 


Big expectations for first lady’s Mexico trip 


Almost 50 years ago, a first lady seized Mexico 
City’s heart: the beautiful, chic, multilingual 
Jackie Kennedy, to whom Michelle Obama 
draws comparisons. 

Reporters judged her 1962 trip with Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy “a triumph.” 

It saw an estimated 1 million people line the 
route of their motorcade. 

It saw people leap to their feet—applaud- 
ing—after the first lady delivered, without 
notes, a short speech in Spanish. 

That’s just the kind of excitement Mexico’s 


ambassador to the United States, Arturo Sa- 
rukhan, expects Obama’s visit to generate. 

She departs Tuesday for a three-day trip to 
the Mexican capital, her first official solo trip 
abroad. She will meet children, tour an anthro- 
pology museum and dine at Los Pinos, the pres- 
ident’s residence. 

“T think she will ‘wow Mexico and Mexi- 
cans,” Sarukhan, who entered the diplomatic 
corps in 1993, said in an interview. “I think 
people will be bowled over.” 

With the Kennedys in Mexico City was Mrs. 


Kennedy’s chief of staff, Letitia Baldrige, who 
remembers details down to the pink sleeveless 
dress and big matching hat worn by the first 
lady Mrs. Kennedy at the luncheon. “That’s 
what everybody oohed and aahed about— how 
she looked,” said Baldrige, who lives in subur- 
ban Washington, D.C. 

Will Obama attempt some Spanish? 

Baldrige thinks it’s a sure bet. But a White 
House official sidestepped the question, saying 
“it will be about her (Obama’s) own personal 
comfort level.”

Unpaid? Allow 
me to unwork 


An April 2 report in The New York Times confirmed what I’ve long 
suspected: Unpaid internships are a complete load of crap—and prob- 
ably illegal. 

The unpaid internship has exploded as a means for my generation 
to find jobs, pad a resume or get a foot (or at least a toenail) in the 
door. The National Association of Colleges and Employers found 
that in 2008, 50 percent of graduating students had held internships 
compared with 17 percent in 1992. Experts estimate that 25 percent to 
50 percent of these are unpaid, according to the Times. 

Now the Labor Department says it will crack down on for-profit 
companies that are clearly using unpaid interns to do menial work 
that would—under normal circumstances — require an hourly wage. 

To which I say, “Huzzah!” 

T recall being in college, a prospective journalist and writer, think- 
ing to myself, “How the hell does anyone afford to live for a summer 
in Chicago or New York or L.A. without making any money?” 

At the time, I thought I was dooming my career because I'd rather 
get paid, even if it was to clean the community pool in my hometown 
or drive around a forklift for my mentally questionable boss at a con- 
struction company. (He threw pieces of chocolate at me while I was 
working on a roof, and if one didn’t make it, he’d dive into the dirt to 
save the morsel like he was catching a priceless Ming vase.) 

It wasn’t that I was any less driven than my peers who schlepped 
coffee in newsrooms, boardrooms and breakrooms—I just didn’t 
know anyone at Goldman Sachs. In this regard, the unpaid intern- 
ship is an unspoken method of maintaining the hierarchical order of 
things. 

Kids whose parents are Stephen Colbert’s dentist get internships 
on “The Colbert Report.” Kids whose parents aren’t particularly 
interested in bankrolling them in New York for three months work at 
the local deli or mow lawns. 

Furthermore, in most cases the unpaid internship almost certainly 
violates minimum wage law. 

As Nancy J. Leppink of the Labor Department put it in the 
Times: “There aren’t going to be many circumstances where you can 
have an internship and not be paid and still be in compliance with 
the law.” 

Of course, employer exploitation of young people who are trying 
to get any advantage in a desperate, unforgiving job market is pretty 
low on the all-time scale of injustices, so it gets little sympathy as far 
as causes go. Yet that doesn’t mean unpaid internships shouldn’t be 
reined in. 

If my generation is going to face a busted-ass job market that looks 
like the burnt-out frame of an ancient Chevy just because the people 
who came before us broke the economy, the least you can do is pay us 
to get your damn coffee.

Trouble on the tracks 


Police crack down on careless bikers, pedestrians after Metra deaths

It wasn’t a good day for Caine Hlavaty, who 
was ticketed for trying to beat the crossing 
gates—and an oncoming train—while rid- 
ing his bike across the tracks in Elmhurst. 
Now he was complaining he had missed his 
bus for work. 

That was of little concern to police 
Cmdr. Jim Kveton and five other officers 
on an early-morning safety patrol last week 
at the village’s Metra station. They were 
cutting violators little slack. 

Kveton believes strict enforcement is 
one reason why the suburb has had only 
one crossing fatality since 1994. “The word 
is, nobody gets a pass in Elmhurst,” he said. 

Vigilance at rail crossings in suburbs 
such as Elmhurst, Lombard and Des 
Plaines has been ramped up in the wake 


of last month’s double-fatal accident in 
North Chicago. Anyone skirting lowered 
gates or ignoring signals is apt to get a tick- 
et, carrying a $250 fine. 

Despite flashing warning lights, bells 
and the train’s blaring horn on the foggy 
morning of March 13, Blanca Villanueva- 
Sanchez, 34, and her 18-month-old god- 
daughter were run down. Carrying the 
child, Villanueva-Sanchez was trying to 
beat a Metra train, moving at approxi- 
mately 70 mph, across the station tracks. 

The tragedy—caught on video by the lo- 
comotive’s camera—happens all too often 
in Illinois, where 16 non-suicide deaths in- 
volving trains were reported last year. 

On a typical day, police and Metra say, 
late-running commuters dash across tracks 
as trains bear down. Teenagers play “chick 


en” on the tracks and taunt engineers. Mo- 
torists disregard warnings and go around 
gates. 

Such incidents raise the question: Why 
do people take chances at train crossings 
when one false move, one slip or one mis- 
calculation can prove deadly? 

Police, safety experts, veteran railroad- 
ers and psychologists say hastiness on the 
part of stressed-out commuters is the main 
reason. People also don’t pay attention to 
warnings or simply follow the crowd. Oth- 
ers who ordinarily would not take risks act 
impulsively. 

“You see people who are running late,” 
Elmhurst officer Nick Waldenmeyer said. 
“They don’t even want to take the tun- 
nel {under the tracks}. They figure they'll 
sneak right over.” 


Chicagoans 
mark Poland’s 
plane tragedy

Clad in black with their hands clenched 
around small red-and-white Polish flags, 
about 300 people took their mourning to 
Chicago’s streets Sunday to honor their 
country’s president, Lech Kaczynski, and 
dozens of others killed in a plane crash Sat- 
urday. 

The large crowd was mostly silent, ex- 
cept for a few sobs, as it marched for three 
miles from a Northwest Side park to St. 
Hyacinth Church, a Polish basilica. 

“I feel like I lost somebody very close,” 
said Janina Michalczuk, 56, who moved 
from Poland to Chicago about 30 years 
ago. 
Kaczynski and some of the country’s 
highest military and civilian leaders were 
among the 96 people who died Saturday 
when the presidential plane crashed while 
coming in for a landing in thick fog in west- 
ern Russia. 

Russian and Polish officials said there 
were no survivors on the plane, which was 
taking the president, his wife and staff to 
events marking the 7oth anniversary of the 
massacre of thousands of Polish officers by 
Soviet secret police. 

Asa slice of Chicago’s large Polish com- 
munity moved from Chopin Park to the 
church, 3636 W. Wolfram St., they walked 
along Milwaukee Avenue, home of many 
businesses in the Polish community. People 
inside laundromats, flower shops, hardware 
stores and delis came outside and stood in 
silence to pay their respects. 

Renata Olbinska, 32, who moved to 
Chicago six years ago for the “American 
dream,” dabbed her eyes as she questioned 
why Poland has been mired in tragedy. 

“We are the country that suffers the 
most,” Olbinska said. “I hope that this day 
will be remembered.”

The Randy Wells story sounds much like a country song: 
Hard-working, small-town boy toils in obscurity, sticks to 
his guns and eventually finds success in the big city. 

In fact, it is a country song. One he is writing. 

First, though, there is this thing called baseball to deal 

with. Wells, beginning his second season with the Cubs, 

is trying to avoid a sophomore slump like the one 

catcher Geovany Soto suffered last year. 
Wells finished his rookie season with 12 wins 
and a solid 3.05 earned-run average, but the 
unheralded 27-year-old spent much of the pre- 
vious decade toiling in the minors and was 
never a glamorous choice for the Cubs. He 
doesn’t grab the headlines like fellow pitch- 
ers Carlos Zambrano or wow people with 
his fastball like Carlos Marmol, but Wells 

gets the job done. 

“My style of pitching is crafty,” the 
6-foot-5 Belleville, Ill, native said last 
week. “I don’t strike guys out or throw 
balls by you. I’m the guy that keeps bat- 

ters off balance by changing speeds and 
changing locations.” 

Baseball’s obsession with pitchers

_- drafted in the 38th round (1,143rd 

overall) of the 2002 amateur draft by 

the Cubs as a catcher, not a pitcher. Before last 

season he notched a single appearance—a scoreless in- 

ning against the Boston Red Sox while briefly a member 

of the Blue Jays—before being sent down to the minors 
and eventually reacquired by the Cubs. 

“When you spend three or four years in triple-A and 
you're right on the brink and you kind of miss out, it’s 
pretty heart-wrenching,” Wells said. 

It took a piece of luck—ace Zambrano’s trip to the dis- 
abled list— that finally gave Wells his shot in May. He took 
full advantage of it. 

“I remember the first game he pitched in Milwaukee,” 
manager Lou Piniella told the Tribune. “We found ourselves 
a pitcher who’s going to be in this rotation for a while.”

Wells did exactly that, racking up the most wins of 
any Cubs rookie since Kerry Wood in 1998 and the most 
strikeouts (104) by a Cubs rookie since Mark Prior in 2002. 

Despite his outstanding rookie year, Wells has remained 
relatively off the radar in the Chicago sports universe. He 
admits he can go pretty much anywhere he wants in the 
city without being recognized. 

“I might get a person who is a die-hard who says ‘what’s 
up? but for the most part, I go pretty unrecognized,” 
Wells said. “I don’t know, I’m a pretty average-looking guy 
I guess. I don’t have any features that stand out or any- 
thing, maybe that’s part of it.” 

Or it could be that baseball fans expect a come-back- 
down-to-Earth-type season from Wells in 2010. His first 
start this season might erase any lingering doubts about 
his play, however. Wells gutted out six scoreless innings 
against the Atlanta Braves to help give the Cubs their 
first win of the season Thursday. 

But don’t expect Wells to play the I-told-you-so game 
with his success. 

“It feels good to prove people wrong, but you can’t hold 
grudges in this game, and you can’t dwell on the fact that 
it took you longer than somebody else and you might be 
more deserving,” Wells said. “You just gotta know your 
spot, know your role and trying to perfect it and enjoy the 
longest career you can.” 

Wells certainly doesn’t forget where he has come from. 
The self-described “small-town guy” recently bought a 
house in his Southern Illinois hometown and plans to live 
there “for a long time.” 

“I love Chicago, but there’s nothing like going home 
and seeing your family and friends,” he said. “I don’t think 
I'll ever move from my hometown.” 

Wells also is an aspiring country songwriter who some- 
times grabs an acoustic guitar between starts and works on 
a tune he’s crafting called “On the Lonesome Road.” That 
title—which echoes a famous Willie Nelson song—sums 
up his early career as a minor leaguer. 

“The song is about how summertime is usually a good 
time to be with your friends and family, but you’re sitting 
on a bus for nine or ro hours in the night, and it’s pitch 
black outside and you’re trying to concentrate on playing 
a baseball game the next day,” Wells said. 

If the song is as good as Wells’ pitching, Nashville could 
soon have a hit on its hands.

Failing to capture the top spot in the Western Con- 
ference didn’t haunt the Blackhawks for long.

1. It’s bigger. Much bigger. 
Though the new bar has the same footprint as the original, 
it’s now three floors instead of one. 

The first floor, open now, is filled with high-top tables. 
Opening soon, the second floor features another bar and 
more seating, and the top floor is a rooftop patio that'll be 
open to the public when not booked for private parties. 


2. It’s a breath of fresh air. 

Sports Corner will be at its best during the baseball season’s 
warmest days, when the windows bordering the first and 
second floors can be opened onto Sheffield and Addison. 
Sidewalk seating along Sheffield also is in the plans. 


3. There’s more to eat. 

Staples from the old menu—Chicago-style hot dog, pizza 
puffs, burgers and waffle fries—are back. What’s new is a 
handful of more substantial entrees, including steak or 
chicken fajitas and spicy shrimp pasta, to round out the pub 
grub. 


4. They’re pouring more beer. 

Though the new bar has about the same number of brews 
on tap—14, from Coors Light to Goose Island 312 to Sierra 
Nevada—there are triple the number of draft beer stations 
throughout the place. Nine stations distributed throughout 
the three floors—including two on the rooftop patio— 
will keep bartenders busy pouring three times as much as 
before. 


5. The views are looking good. 

More TVs (47 throughout, compared with 25 or so before) 
has upped the ante on sports watching, but that’s not the 
only view worth taking in here. “We created the third floor 
{rooftop patio] for the beauty of the neighborhood,” says 
manager Jonathan Schaeffer. Though it doesn’t have a 
bleacher-worthy view of Wrigley Field, you’re almost close 
enough to smell the hot dogs—and the view of the down- 
town skyline’s something to see too.

Google bikes open for business 


Need to map out your bike route? Google it. 

In March, Google launched its maps feature 
that gives suggested bike routes, complete with 
distance, estimated time, photos and step-by- 
step directions. (The city also publishes a map 
of bike routes on its site chicagobikes.org. 
Other routes can be mapped out via ridethe 
city.com/chicago.) 

“Maps have (for the most part) been made 


for cars. We wanted to make maps for people,” 
Jake Parrillo, Google’s Midwest manager of 
global communications and public affairs, said 
in an e-mail. 

“Riding a bike is much different than driving 
acar. There are routes to avoid. Hills to climb. 
Neighborhoods to travel through. We took all 
those into account when we built it,” he said. 

Although Google is tight-lipped about how 


often the bike maps feature has been used 
since it launched, the company has received 
feedback, mostly from the cycling community, 
he said. Google is working on a mobile app too. 

Michelle Polk, 24, of Andersonville, has used 
Google maps to find new bike routes and avoid 
the cycling rut. “For me, it’s easy to get stuck 
onaroad I know has bike lanes, like Clark,” she 
said.

‘chicago Google Maps 
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Gear factor 


Some squeamish about Chicago cycling, but experts offer tips to stay safe

When Dana Hammett first started biking in 
the city, she rode only on the sidewalk. 

“I thought everyone who was riding in the 
street was crazy,” said Hammett, 25, who lives in 
Wicker Park. 

Fast-forward four years: Hammett now bikes 
in rush hour traffic downtown, where she works 
as a receptionist. For the most part, she’s gath- 
ered enough courage to share the street with cars 
and gradually overcame her fear of getting hit 
while on her bicycle. Still, her palms sweat and 
her pulse quickens when she rides next to buses. 

Count her among the hordes of Chicago bik- 
ers gearing up to ride the more than 114 miles 
of on-street marked bike lanes in the city, re- 
cently named by National Geographic Traveler 
magazine as one of the most bike-friendly cit- 
ies in North America. Bicycling Magazine also 
ranked Chicago 1oth among America’s top 50 
bike-friendly cities. But for all the support bik- 
ing gets in Chicago, certain aspects can be over- 
whelming for some pedalers. 

“The traffic is kind of frightening. The lanes 
are small,” said Julie Welcher, 32, an executive 
assistant who lives in Buena Park. When she 
lived for a year in Hyde Park, she often rode her 
bike around the University of Chicago campus. 
But when she moved north to Lakeview, there 
was a lot more traffic. Riding in the streets terri- 
fied her so much she sold her bike. 

“T think it was just too much going on around 
me. I didn’t feel safe,” she said. “Mostly, it was 
just the cars, the speed at which they go by you 
or how close they'll come to you.” 

Newbie bikers can be freaked out by the scars 
and horror stories cyclists tell of distracted driv- 
ers hitting them or opening car doors just as 
they’re passing. They often share bike lanes with 
buses and get cut off by cabs. And then there 
are the pedestrians who don’t look out for bikes 
when they cross the street. 

Even the scenic lakefront path can be stress- 
ful for novice cyclists. It’s crowded with packs of 
runners, roller bladers, tourists, dogs and babies 
in strollers. Not to mention avid cyclists zoom- 
ing in and out of the madness. 

Though she’s “deathly afraid” of buses, Ham- 
mett said she looks forward to pedaling. “As 


a

long as the weather’s nice, I would choose riding 
my bike over taking the train.” 

For those unafraid to bike in the city, there 
are opportunities to hit the pavement now. Bike 
Chicago kicks off in May with a number of bi- 
cycle-related events, including the annual Bike 
the Drive event May 30 and Bike to Work Week 
in June. Google recently introduced a Google 
Maps-like feature to map out routes best for cy- 
cling in Chicago. 

“Biking in the city for a lot of people is in- 
timidating, but definitely not impossible,” said 
Margo O’Hara, spokeswoman for the Active 
Transportation Alliance, a transportation ad- 
vocacy organization in Chicago (formerly the 
Chicagoland Bicycle Federation). 

What can be scary are the speed of traffic, 
certain intersections and concerns about per- 
sonal safety, she said. 

The risk and danger of being involved in a 
crash is very real for cyclists. Bike fatalities and 
injuries have fluctuated over the years, said Bri- 
an Steele, spokesman for the city’s Department 
of Transportation. 

In 2008, the most recent official statistics 
available, there were five bike-related fatalities 
in Chicago, up from three in 2007 and down 
from seven in 2006, he said. The number of 


bike-related injuries numbered 1,494 in 2008, 
a drop from 1,772 in 2007 and an increase from 
1,384 in 2006, Steele said. 

While there is no comprehensive count on the 
number of cyclists in Chicago, Steele said anec- 
dotally more and more bikers are on city streets. 
In 2008, an estimated 13,000 people rode their 
bikes to work, according to US. Census data. 

Michelle Polk, 24, now counts herself among 
the bike-to-work bunch. This winter, she re- 
solved to ride her bike, weather permitting, from 
her Andersonville apartment to work downtown 
as a deck hand for river boat tours. For the past 
year, she’s been biking mainly along the lakefront 
path and on small streets with friends. 

It’s the major streets that make her quiver. Her 
biggest fears: getting hit or having doors flung 
onto her and not being able to stop in time. 

“Youre like a little ant among all these huge 
monsters,” Polk said of riding alongside cars 
and buses. 

To help her get more comfortable with the 
ride to work, she did a test ride alone on a recent 
Friday during morning rush hour. “Michigan 
Avenue was one of the scariest things I’ve ever 
done. I kept thinking I was going to get hit by 
a car or a bus. People are honking at you,” she 
said. “But I survived.” LvivaNcO@TRIBUNE.COM

Got bike-phobia? Relax, you can 
get over it. 

“| know a lot of people who 
won't bike in the city and think 
it’s scary,” said Dana Hammett 
of Wicker Park. “I'd tell them 
take it easy, take it little by little, 
keep putting yourself out there,” 
she said. “Eventually, you can’t 
help but have fun with it and get 
comfortable with it.” 

Cyclists say you can cut down 
on anxiety about pedaling around 
the city. “It’s not nearly as scary as 
it seems,” said Jessamyn Trocio, 
28, of Edgewater. Lv. 


Here’s how: 

» Try biking on side streets as 
much as possible where there’s 
less traffic if a street with a bike 
lane isn’t available, Trocio said. 


» If considering biking to work, 
take a ride on a weekend to get 
an idea of your pace and how 
much time you would need to get 
there, but without the pressure, 
Hammett said. 


» Start with small trips and ride to 
places like the store or coffee shop 
and back, said Leah Neaderthal, 
30, founder of thechainlink.org, a 
bicycling community Web site. 


» Take your time. “If it means | 
miss a yellow light or if it means 

| wait a little longer so | watch 

to see what a car is about to do, 
that’s more important than getting 
where | need to go fast,” said 
Neaderthal, who lives in Uptown. 


» Communicate with cars as much 
as possible and tell them what 
you're about to do by pointing and 
signaling, Neaderthal said. 


» Bike the lakefront path. “It’s 

nice because it’s smooth the whole 
time,” said Jake Shuda, 21, a student 
in Lincoln Square. There can be 
some times where you start and 
stop, which gets you accustomed to 
dealing with street traffic, he said. 


» Be a defensive cyclist. Watch 
what cars are doing and wear a 
helmet.
